Committed Suicide 


A sad case of suicide during tsm- 
porary insanity ovcured on the C, 
P.R. track, about a mile east of 
Gleichen, on Sunday morning.

On Sunday morning Welsh appear- 
ed to be better and went out fer a 
walk, Nothing more was heard of 
him until his body waa brought in

cational work. Therefore, be it re- 
solved that this convention em- 
phatically places itself on record in 
favor of the policy of having the 
Provincial Agricultural College of 
Alberta disassociated entirely from 
the Provineial University, and situ- 
ated in a district where irrigation 
by gravity may be practiced.

PEACE TREATY SIGNED 


WIDE SCOPE OF TREATY BE. 
TWEEN TWO REPUBLICS 


Permanent Peace Assurred Between 
France and United States—All Dif- 
ferences that May Arise Between 
the Two Governments to be Sub- 
mitted to a Neutral Court—Tre- 
mendous Impetus Has Been Given 
to Peace Campaign. 
Paris.—American initiative in un- 

restricted arbitration was crowned by 
the signing of a treaty of permanent 
peace by the terms of which France 
and the United States agree to submit 
to a neutral court all differences that 
arise between the two 
even though the dignity and honor 
and vital interests of either republic 
may be involved. . ; 

The ceremony of affixing the signa- 
tures to the unprecedented document 
was simplicity itself, but was marked 
with solemnity reflected in the faces 
of those who took part. . 

The signing of the treaty was hail- 
ed in France as meaning an exten- 
sion of the movement in all the coun- 
tries for a reduction of armaments 
und the absolute prevention of wars. 

The general view is that a tremen- 
dous impetus has been given to world 
wide peace campaign. 

The Figaro in a long study of the 
situation, declares that if other na- 
tions do not join the movement these 
who have pledged for arbitration 
should adopt the principal of boycot- 
ting by inserting a clause in the in- 
ternational agreements providing they 
shall suspend all relations of com- 
merce transportation and postal inter- 
course with any country warring upon 
one of the signers. : 

For example, the paper says that if 
United States, France and Great Brit- 
tain should boycott Germany by re- 


fusing all relations with her the ac-! 


tion would be certain to cause confus- 
ion and ruin of that nation, ‘By boy- 
cotting,”’ Figaro adds, ‘we will ob- 
tain obligatory arbitration and then 
limitation or armaments.” 

Nation says: “The public opinion 
will note with lively satisfaction the 
new and intimate bond established be- 
tween France and the generous peo- 
ple of the United States who have not 
ceased to exhibit the warmest and 
most sincere friendship as a souvenir 
of the aid which we gave 135 years 
ago at the moment of American 
emancipation.”

Winnipeg.—That the Canadian Pa- 
cific raifway is inclined to believe

As the king heard it he deliber- 
ately cut it with his penknife, portion 
by portion, and cast it into the fire 
until he had burned up the whole 
book, Although several pleaded with 
him not to burn it, he would not list- 
en to thems None present seemed to 
be afraid nor rend their garments, for 
were they not in the presence of the 
king and therefore safe in indorsing 
what he did? Besides, a king who 
would send into Egypt for a prophet 
in order to kill him might not hesi- 
tate to kill some of then if they 
stood against him, 

If we live in the fear of the Lord 
we will not fear the face of man nor 
what man may do unto us, but the 
devil has said, “All that a man hath 
will he give up for his life’? (Job ii, 
4), and that is true of many of the 
devil’s people, but should not be true 
of any child of God, 

One would think that the message 
of verses 29-31 to Jehoiakim would 
make any ordinary man to tremble, 
but we read that “they hearkened 
not.”” So blind and deaf does the devil 
make his followers to all but his sug- 
gestions. A servant of the Lord, on 
the contrary, should be blind and deaf 
to all but His face and His voice. 
Such was Jeremiah, See also what is 
written of our Lord in Isa, xlii, 1, 19. 

Jeremiah was ordered to write the 
same words, with many more, on a 
new roll (verse 82), and thus vain 
were the king's efforts to destroy the 
words he did not like. There are 
many today who dislike many words 
in the book, such as those concerning 
the incarnation, the Deity and the 
sinless humanity of Jesus Christ, the 
resurrection of the body. His return 
in glory, but most of all that there is 
no redempion but by His precious 
blood and that those who reject Him 
must go to the lake of fire. But His 
word stands and is forever settled in 
heaven.

BLED THEM WHITE. 


The Treatment In Fever Cases Till 
Quinine Wrought a Change. 

In 1882, when the French were con- 
ducting a campaign of conquest in Al- 
weria, the mortality among the troops 
und colonists there was frightful. 
France was belng continually called 
upon for fresh levies of men and 
youths to supply this terrible loss, 
chiefly from fever incidental to the 
climate. 

At that time the practice of bleeding 
still prevailed. “Bleed them till they 
aro white’ was the injunction which 
Broussais, the head physician of the 
French, gave to bis followers when 
the condition of the soldiers was re- 
ported to him, 

At Bone in one year out of an effec- 
tive force of 5,500 men, 1,100 died of 
iliness in the bospital. Most of them 
had been “bled to the white.” 

At this time the effects of sulphate 
of quinine were known, but few phy- 


| siclans ventured to employ it. One, 
| Maillot, had interested himself in the 


new remedy and, going to Bone in the 
medical service of the government, he 
resolved to see if it would not reduce 
the frightful mortality, which was one 
to every three and one-half men who 
entered the hospital. 

At first he employed the quinine 
merely as an adjunct to the bleeding. 


| He soon found that bleeding was kill- 


ing the men and that quinine was sav- 
ing them. Little by little he left off 
bleeding, to the great scandal of the 
medica! profession. 

Exactly in proportion as the bleeding 
ceased the deaths tn the hospital de- 
creased. In two years the deaths fell 
off from one in three and a half of all 
who entered the hospital to one in 
twenty and finally to one In forty-six.

| came an earnest opponent of bleeding, 


but he was so actively resisted and so 
ceaselessly vilified that he became em- 
bittered toward bis colleagues. 

Nearly 
Maillot saw the complete triumph of 
his ideas. Doctors continued to bieed 
their patients beartily for all manner 
of ills. But in 1860 Maillot was made 
commander of the Legion of Honor and 
chief of the medical staff of the French 
army, and his influence, with others, 
in bringing about a virtual revolution 
in the practice of medicine was fully 
recognized.—Harper’s Weekly.

Lettres de Cachet. 

Lettres de cachet was the name giv: 
en in France to warrants sealed with 
the king’s seal ordering persons to be 
thrown Into prison or exiled, The 
first came into use about 1670 and 
shortly became one of the popular ter- 
rors of France. It is said that no less 
than 9,000 lettres de cachet were Is- 
sued during the reign of Louls XIV. 
and 80,000 during the reign of Louls 
XV. In many cases these terrible doc- 
uments were secretly sold and used 
as a source of illicit revenue. They 
were frequently signed in blank, and 
the holder of one of these royal ter- 
Tors could write in the name of any 
Person against whom he happened to 
have a grudge. The national assem- 
bly abolished this iniquitous privilege 
of issuing lettres de cachet on Nov. 1, 
1789,

ANOTHER ALLIANCE. 
Young Canadian Weds Society Woman 
In the Old Land. 
Anglo-Canadian marriages have been 
quite in vogue this spring. London 
has been the scene of at least two 
large fashionable weddings recently, 
which attracted much interest in the 
Dominion. Not long ago Mr. Hamar 
Greenwood, M.P., was married and 
some of the most eminent people in 
English public life attended his wed- 
ding. Just the other day, Mr. Claude 
G. Bryan, son of Canon Bryan, To- 
ronto, married Miss Annette Furness, 
niece and ward of Lord Furness, the 
great ship baron. This wedding, too, 

was a big social event, 

Mr. Bryan, like Mr. Greenwood, has 
mainly made his way by his own un- 
aided efforts, helped by a rather Irish 
temperament in certain incidents of 
his career. He is a graduate of Jame- 
son Avenue Collegiate Institute, To- 
ronto, and the University of Toronto— 
Class of 1896. At Varsity, he was a 
well-known member of the Kappa 
Alpha Greek Letter Society. On leav- 
ing Varsity, for three years young 
Bryan was reporter on The Globe, 
Toronto, part of the time serving as 
secretary to Mr. J. S. Willison, then 
editor-in-chief. While covering assign- 
ments for his paper he one day met 
Sir Gilbert Parker at the Queen’s Ho 
tel. The novelist wanted a secretary. 
He was attracted to Bryan by that 
young man’s boyish vivacious ways, 
and engaged him, For some time Mr. 
Bryan resided in England with Sir 
Gilbert. From secretary he rose to be 
his literary collaborator.

“Well,” said a lady mem- 
ber of the audience, “if you give us 
the vote, you will find that we shall 
vote for you and the Liberal party.” 
“Oh, no doubt,” replied Sir Wilfr'd 
with a knowing emile.

Better Homes For Working Men.

CANADA'S LOSS. 


| Forest Fires Have Cost Dominion 
| Incomprehensit!e Sums. 


|. The disaster which swept over 
| Northern Ontario so recently recalls 
the ever-insistent fact that every 
{bush fire in Canada means untold 
| losses to the natural resources of the 
country, 

{ The loss which Canada has suffer- 
{ed from forest fires during the past 
century is beyond comprehension. 
The actual extent of the waste is 
hard to ascertain, but the data sup- 
plied shows in a general manner 
the degree to which the wealth of 
the country has suffered through the 
burning of timber. This ey esti- 
mate at no less than 2,185 billion 
feet and if the stumpage value is 
placed at the low sum of fifty cents 
per thousand feet (the smallest roy- 


alty collected rt any Canadian 
Government), the loss to the public 
treasury has been  $1,042,000,000. 


| This means that for every foot cf 
| timber that has ever been cut in 
Canada at least seven feet have been 
destroyed by fire. In the Ottawa 
Valley it is believed that fully twenty 
feet have been burned for every one 
cut by the lumberman. 
Notwithstanding the efforts 


| 


made 


| to check timber destruction by fire | 


the authers estimate what is annual- 
ly lost in this way as probably as 
much as is annually cut for use, 
This is an alarming amount, all the 
more so since Canada has no timber 
to spare. All the areas of useful 
timbers existing in the world are now 
discovered and being exploited. The 
only countries now exporting timber 
in quantity are Sweden, Norway, 
Russia, Austria, the United States 
and Canada, and of these all, or 
nearly all, except Canada and Rue 
sia, are cutting in excess of the year. 
ly growth. The Domin‘on and_ the 
forest provinces have a magnificent 
asset in their timber and the neces. 
sity of fire protection and reforestra- 
tion are patent. The authors of a 
recent official bulletin hold that 
forest fires are 
| and that their occurrence is due not 
| $0 much to lack of laws as to lack 
lof enforcement of existing laws. 
Canada, they state finally, of all the 
| civilized nations in the northern 
| hemisphere is doing the least to 
| treat the public lands as a perman- 
ent asset.

and that all flaxsed used in Canada 
will be “Grown in Canada.” 

These utterances have been, since, 
most fully vindicated. Up to 1907.) 
flaxseed entered Canada free of duty, 
and as shown by the statistical re-| 
cord of exports and imports for 1905 | 
and 1906, Canada was an importiag 
country. 

In 1905, imports were 176,887 nush- | 
els and exports were only 314 bushels. 

In 1906 imports were 711,138 bush-| 
els for home consumption, and 
ports were only 2,824 bushels. 

After the duty of 10 cents per bush- 
e] was placed against United States| 
and Other foreign countries, Canada! 
became an exporting country. In 
1908, imports were 495,154 bushels, ; 
and exports were 10,997 bushels. In|} 
1909, imports steadily decreased to 
288,468 bushels, and exports increas- 
ed to 693,779. In 1910 imports of 
flax were only 4,344 bushels, while 
exports amounted to 1,997,648 bushels 
which had a value of $3,642,476. 

Thus a protective duty has enrich- 
ed the farmer in five years to the ex-| 
tent of over three and a half million 
dollars.

UNCLAIMED FORTUNES. 


Money That Reverts to Banks by Rea- 
ton of Neglect. 


When people deposit money in 
banks they do so not only for conven- 
fence, but also for the sake of safety, 
most of them fondly imagining that 
80 long as the banks lasts without 

smashing” their funds will be secure 
and at their disposal, or in the event 
of their death, at the disposal of their 
executors and legal heirs within any 
reasonable time. In fact when a man 
has placed his money in his bank he 
Poy, believes that he has assured 
ts custody as part and parcel of his 
property. This is quite right in a 
sense, but many people are unaware 
that if money is left in a bank un- 
touched for six years it becomes the 
absolute Property of the bankers, ac- 
cording to English law. 

Of course, if during those six yeara 
the customer adds to or diminishes his 
balance, or holds any dealings with 
his bank concerning his account he 
averts this danger. But there are 
nae men—and women, too—who in- 
stead of confining their funds to one 
institution, scatter their money about 
in various banks, refraining either 
from secrecy or neglect to inform their 
relatives or their business associates 
where the money has been placed. 

The result of this is that some- 
times even they themselves forget both 
the deposits and the banks, and in 


| the event of their death their descen- 


dants are often left in complete ignor- 
ance of the existence or whereabouts 
of these funds. A good instance of 
this came up for discussion in the 
British House of Commons some time 
ago. An old lady who was aware of 
the “six year limit’ in order to keep 
her money safe made a point of visit- 
ing her bankers once every year and 
withdrawing the whole of her money— 
a small fortune. As soon at it was 
handed over she would immediately 
return it to the cashier declaring she 


| was perfectly satisfied as to its safety. 


This practice was kept up for a long 
time, but some ten years ago the visits 
ceased and she was not heard of af- 
terwards. Presumably she is dead, 
and if there were any heirs evidently 
they were in complete ignorance of the 
deposit, which has now, of course, be- 
come the absolute property of the 
bankers, 

In olden times safe deposit vaults 
as they now exist were unknown in 
England and the well-to-do made 
it a practice of confiding, not only 
their money, but all their valuables 
(plate, jewelry, etc.) to one of the 

tivate banks, some of which have 
een in existence for two hundred 
ears, for safe keeping. As the 
anks derived no revenue from the 
custody or handling of valuables other 
than cash they would not incur any 
liability in connection therewith, and 
the result was there was no means of 
exercising control over them in this 
matter. While their books showed de- 
posits of cash, there were no registers 
—at least none that the law could get 
at—showing what plate or jewels had 
been left with them. Even receipts 
were refused. 

This custom led on one occasion 
to a somewhat curious incident. A 
well-known duke sent three chests of 
family treasure> to his bankers, and 
the servante who took them return- 
ing without receipts he at once pro- 
ceeded to the bank to enquire as to 
the reason of this, and was informed 
that it was not the custom of the 
bank or of any institution of the 
kind to give receipts for valuables, 


; other than cash, but he added that 


the duke could accompany him 
through the vaults and see for himself 
that the goods had been safely de- 
livered. The duke accepted the invi- 
tation, and to his surprise found in 
the vaults not three, but four, chests 
of family treasures with-his arms on. 
The matter was investigated, and it 
was discovered that the fourth chest 
had been deposited there by an an- 
cestor a hundred years before. Had 
pot the duke chanced to visit the 
vaults it might have been there for 
ever without any member of the fam- 
ily knowing anything at all about it, 


A Cross of Pearls.

These things he churns vig- 
orously for a few minutes and then 
poure the stuff into the teapot. A 
strainer of bamboo is used. Each per- 
son in Tibet carries his or her own 
tea bowl, which is of wood, tucked

Very satisfactory are industrial and 
labor conditions in Canada as review- 


ed by the Labor Gazette. In its gen- 
eral summary it says: 

“There was general activity in 
nearly all branches of industry 


throughout Canada during the month 
of June. Prospects of an abundant 
harvest continue to be exceptionally 
good, sufficient rains having fallen 
during the first two weeks of the 
month to ensure prospects of good 
yield’, While the co mining in- 
dustry in Alberta and Eastern British 
Columbia was impeded by labor dis 
turbances there was, on the other 
hand, exceptional activity ic the coal 
mines of Nova Scotia, 

In all branches of manufacture 
prosperous conditions prevailed and 
arrangements were being made for 
the establishment of many new in- 
dustrial institutions. 

The general tone of the lumber 
trade was healthy. 

Unskilled labor was well employed, 
railway construction absorbing # 
large number of men. 

Generally speaking, all classes of 
labor were well employed, except in 
a few cases; the supply of labor gen- 
erally equalled the demand though 
arrangement for the additional he'p 


which will be required later in thy 


season had not been completed. 

Returns of immigration, trade and 
transportation continued to show 
large increases over those of the pre- 
ceding year. 

The number of trade digputes re- 
ported to have been in existence in 
Canada during June was twenty- 
seven, a decrease of seven compared 
with May, but an increase of nine 
compared with June 1910. About 203 
firms and 15,010 employes were in 
volved in these disputes, about 16) 
firms and 8,071 employes having been 
involved in new disputes of the 


| month. 


Industrial accidents occurring te 
1,902 individual work people in Can- 
ada during the month of June, 1911, 
were reported to the department of 
labor. Of these eighty-two were fatal 
and 110 resulted in serious injuries. 
In addition eleven fatal accidenta 
were reported as having taken place 
rior to the beginning of the month, 
information not having been received 


| by the department before June, 1911.

In his operations Mr. Forget {is al- 
ways fayored with a remarkable 
memory and has a decided advantage 
over most other brokers in that he is 
able to stand in the middle of a crowd 
and go along trading in 500 or 1,000 
shares of a stock in small lots, both 
buying and selling, without being 
forced to jot every transaction down 
on a piece of paper until he has 
achieved what he has been after, 
when he can step aside to the desk 
and from memory write down from 
twenty to thirty different transactions 
that he may have put through in the 
course of five or ten minutes,

terior as well. It was not many 
months before Canada discovered that 
some such ste;s were necessary also, 
and the unedifying spectacle was seen 
of undesirables being chased back and 
forth from one country to the other, 
a human battledore and shuttlecock 
game being the result, 

Those who have had occasion to 
cross frequently at Windsor, Sarnia 
or Niagara.Falls have seen many a 
poor unfortunate riding from border 
to border but unable to land until 
either the Canadian or the American 
officers gave in after conducting an 
investigation. 

This establishment of protective 
measures along the frontier points is 
& comparatively. new feature of im- 
migration administration in Canada. 
It has been forced on the country, 
however, by the growing number of 
unwelcome candidates for citizenship. 

From the port of Windsor alone 
there have been, on the average, a 
hundred persons deported every week 
since the early spring. The officers 
have to be continually on their guard, 
as the U.G.R.R. conductors have dis- 
ployed amazing ingenuity in evad- 
ng the laws and the officials, 

While the Michigan Central tun- 


| nel was being built at Windsor, it is 


estimated, there were scores of “‘back- 
door” entrants who succeeded in 
gaining admission to the country by 
walking and crawling through the 
slimy tubes before the tunnel was 
actually opened for traffic and the 
seepage pumped out, 

A rowboat here and a launch there 
crossed the Detroit River at Sand- 
wich, Windsor, Ambherstburg, from 
Belle Isle to the Walkerville shore 
and at any handy point on the St. 
Clair River in the vicinity of Sarnia. 

Niagara Falls, the scene of a 
crowning victory a hundred years 
ago aguinst a horde of invaders, bas 
bot been so subject to attuck by the 
undesirable element, although spora- 
dic attempts are reported, as also ef- 
forts to run branch lines of the U.G. 
R.R. at the Soo and along the St. 
Lawrence, 

The enormous traffic at Windsor 
mukes the work of the immigration 
officers extremely difficu't. There are 
the crowds to watch from the two 
ferryboats with their ten-minute ser- 
vice between Windsor and Detroit, 
which requires the constant attend- 
ance of immigration guards at the 
dock; there are the car ferries that 
are used by the Grand Trunk, the 
Wabash, Pere Marquette and the 
Canadian Pacific, and there is the 
Michigan Central tunnel, through 
which trains are electrically conveyed 
every few minutes, 

Besides the ferry traffic, with its 
four million passengers a year, there 
are 21 regular passenger trains to in- 
bees every 24 hours st Windsor, so 
that this point is the most important 
and has the largest force of immi- 
gration officials of all the inland fron- 
tier ports, The chief inspector ia 
Mr. Edward Brian, who has seven 
assistants in his charge, the staff be- 
ing recently increased to cope with 
the undesirable invasion that was as- 
suming serious proportions, Then 
there is Mr, A. E. Dufour, who is 
poling as special officer, under Mr, 
H. Herbert, the traveling inspector 
at Ottawa, It is his duty to capture 
and prosecute the “dark lantern 
brigade” that lands all along the 
frontier 
Chatham 

Numerous fines are being imposed 
almost daily as a result of the vigor. 
ous warfare that is being waged 
against the objectionable invaders, A 
party of nine Belgians who braved 
the dangers of capsizing in a frail 
craft on Lake St, Clair, but landed 
at Pike Creek, was fined $25 each 
for taking ‘indirect passage.”

The Colonel Found an Oath That 
Would Pass Wolseley. 

Field Marshal Viscount Wolseley, 
K.P., G.C.B.0.M., G.C.M.G., has en- 
tered upon his 79th year, the gallant 
veteran having been born in Dublin. 
He entered the army, which had been 
his father's profession, in 1852, and 
has seen service in nearly every quar- 
ter of the globe. 

Gaining his first medal in the Bur- 
mese War of 1852-3, he, in the Crimea, 
acting as field-engineer befure Sebasto- 

1, was severely wounded, In the 
Fndian Mutiny campaign, and after. 
wards in the China War, he did good 
service, and in 1870 commanded the 
Red River Expedition. 

For his ped} energy, and per- 
severance’ in the conduct of the 
Ashanti War, in 1873, he received the 
thanks of Parliament and a grant of 
$125,000. A further grant of $150,000 
was accorded him for his services as 
commander of the expedition to Egypt 
in 1882; and for his management of 
the Gordon Relief Expedition in 1884 
| he was again thanked by Parliament. 

Lom Wolseley has held many im- 
portant home appointments, and from 
1895 to 1900 was commuander-in-chief 
of the army. Created a baron in 1882, 
he was advanced to the rank of vis- 
count in 1885, with special remainder 
to his only child, the Hon, Frances 
Garnet Wolseley,

DEATH AND THE EDITOR. 


Why the Papers Have to Get Obitu- 
aries In Advance. 
“Deaths of great men should remind 


us 

Cuts and lives to keep in stock. 
Lest their sudden passing find us 
Missing forms at two o'clock.” 


Had Longfellow been the telegraph 
editor or city editor of a metropolitan 
daily, his ‘Psalm of Life’ would prob- 
ably have opened with some such 
verse as that given above. To the 
person unacquainted with the exigen- 
cies of newspaper work, there is at 
first thought something cold-blooded 
and gruesome, if not positively ghoul- 
ish, ut the idea of a prominent citi- 
zen’s obituary being prepared when he 
is overtaken by serious illness, and 
kept standing .1 type, ready to shove 
into the form the moment his death 
is announced, while at the latest pos- 
sible minutes each night his house, 
his doctor or his hospital, as the case 
may be, is called up with an enquiry 
ay to his condition, Brief reflection, 
however, will probably convinee the 
average reader that this state of pre 
paredness is intinitely preferable to 
leaving this work until the subject 
has actually expired, for it is certain- 
ly much better tu have an accurute, 
dignitied and well-phrased biography 
written at lessure and with opportun- 
ity for revision and veritication, than 
an incomplete, hastily-compiled und 
possibly erroneous sketch, rushed off 
trantically at a late hour from mater- 
jul secured either from out-of-date 
printed sources, or from either dis- 
tracted reiatives or poorly-informed 
friends Of the family. 

The necessity tur being thus prepar- 
ed to adequately cover ut short notice 
the demise of u prominent personage 
is emphasized, it one recalls the ne- 
crology of the present year in Ontario, 
for it will be seen that the late Arch- 
bishop MckKvay, the late Bishop Du- 
Moulin, the lute Mr. Justice Muc- 
mahon, and the lute Rev. Dr. Teefy, 
four of the most noteworthy citizens 
called by death in recent months, all 
passed away about or after midnight. 

A case in point was furnished by 
the sudden serious illness and quick- 
ly-ensuing deuta of King Edward, 
which caught many editors napping. 
The day of the King’s death was a 
busy one in must newspaper offices, 
the staff being hastily set to work 
preparing the coluinns of biographi- 
eal matter which should have been 
ready years before fur just such emer- 
gencies. Hud u day's illness not giv- 
en warning of the fatal termination 
of his all-too brief reign, Edward the 
Peacemaker could not have been so 
fittingly honored in death by the press 
of his dominions. Most newspaper 
ottices, however, maintain an elabor- 
ate system o1 files for biographies, 
portraits and cuts, and so are ready 
at & moment’s not.ce to do full justice 
to the death «f a notable figure in 
the world’s affairs, 

The practice of having obituary no- 
tices ready in advance gives rise some- 
times to odd and grimly-humorous in- 
cidents, which for obvious reasons are 
little heard of by the general public 
except in the extreme cases where the 
erroueous announcement of a man’s 
death is actually published, and the 
innocent victim has the unusual ex- 
perience of reading his own obituary. 


| Such an occurrence gave Mark Twain 


an opportunity of making one of his 
most famous jokes, when he gravely 
informed the London journalists that 
the report of his death, cabled from 
New York, had been greatly exag- 
gerated, A few years ago the staff of 
sie London Advertiser, taking time 
Sy the forelock, got ready the life 
sketches of some prominent citizens 


most inevitable that within the near 
future they would be culled away. One 
day the editor, in superintending the 
making-up form, was astonished to 
find that by some mistake in the com- 
posing room the picture and obituary 
of the veteran statesman, Sir John 
Carling, had been made ready for the 
press, There was a hasty re-arrange- 
ment of the form, and Sir John, who 
was then hale and hearty, was per- 
mitted to enjoy life until the present 
year of grace, Only a few weeks since, 
an over-zealous correspondent of an 
outside journal, finding in the proofs 
of his own newspaper office the ac- 
count of the death of a well-known 
citizen, sent it to the telegraph office 
before he discovered that the subject 
of the sketch was not yet dead.—Sat- 
urday Night.

Saltcoats, Sask., in the Dominion Par- 
liament, has been employing the days 
since the House rose in a reciprocity 
campaign in his district.

Well-Known Citizen Who Has For 
Twenty-Five Years Been Secretary

'74 and Has Had a Brilliant Career 
as Prumoter of Trade Relations.

ware, all you have to do is to serve 
acceptably twenty-five years as secre. 
tary of the Montreal Board of Trade, 
Then the members of the executive 
and the past presidents of the board 
will read you a nice little letter of 
congratulation and hand you a ma- 
hogany cabinet about 2 ft. x 11-221 
{t., weighing fifty pounds or more, 
full of silverware, spoons and knives 
and forks of such variety of use and 
beauty of design, that you will need 
a book to tell you what to do with 
them and a butler to look after them 
for you, 

Thus it was tt Mr. George Hadrill 
received the casket of silverware which 
was given him upon the completion 
of his first quarter-century of service 
as secretary for the Montreal Board 
of Trude, The secretary is extremel 
Lae both of the congratulatory ade 
ress and the package of cutlery, only 
it is hard to say which he regards 
most highly, It has a real existence,

and at a pinch could be boiled down 
and converted into silver bars or even 
into coin of the realm, if one had ac. 
cess to a few nice dies or moulds. 
Hadrill places a high value on his 
box of silver, so high a value that 
he keeps it locked up in a safety 
vault down town rather than take 
any chances on having is carried 
away from his Dorchester street resi- 
dence which, during the dog days, ia 
almost deserted for the more. pleas- 
ing Laurentian Mountains, Neverthe- 
less, he places a high value also on 
the sentiments expressed by the offi- 
cials who made him the presentation, 
and although silver cutlery will be 
the cause of much satisfaction at the 
many little dinners which he presides 
over, the congratulatory address will 
be with him always and can never be 
an object of attraction to those who 
break through and steal, 

It is now some thirty-seven yeara 
since Mr. Hadrill first came to Can- 
ada, although it was not until three 
years ater his first arrival that he 
entered the service of the Montreal 
Board of Trade, he having spent two 
y ars of the interval in England. Three 
years after he joined the Board of 

rade he was made assistant secre- 
tary. This was in 1880. He filled this 
position for six years, and upon the 
death of the former secretary suc- 
ceeded to his position. 

He is an Englishman by birth, hav- 
ing been born in London in 1848, but 
tare are few men of sixty-three years 
of age who carry their years so easily, 
He possesses unusual quellipations 
for his position which calls for a dis- 
play of diplomacy, tact and social 
qualities, as well as for purely busi- 
ness ability, 

As these are duties which the aver- 
age business man knows little enough 
about, it may well be imagined that 
the board, for the most part, is very 
well pleased to leave the principal de. 
tails in Mr, Hadrill’s charge, 

That the Montreal Board of Trade is 
recognized as one of the largest, most 
influential and most important organ. 
izations in Canada is due not only to 
the ability of the various officer who 
have served on its board, but perhaps 
more particularly to the ability, tact 
and courtesy of its secretary.—Satur- 
day Night.
